It appears, however, that the British 
authorities are sincerely anxious to 
close up the various irritating ques­ 
tions which have long existed between 
Canada and the United States through 
tho medium of a commission or other­ 
wise. aud that no Idea is entertained 
that when the commission dealt with 
the imperial subject of toe tariff it 
woald invoh e any disturbance of the 
British-Canadiau tariff relations. 
Ti ere are said to be many articles, 
such as coal and fish, which are not ex­ 
changed between Great Britiau and 
Canada 
Un such articles, therefore, 
any reciprocal arrangement between 
the United Status amp Canada would 
have no influence on British trade with 
Canada. The home government is said 
rn be lully conscious of the advantages 
which Canada may sec ure in the exten­ 
sive American markets lying alongside 
lief* aud there is understood to be every 
desire to aid Canada iii the enjoyment1 
of reciprocal trade with this country.

To some of us—I subject, indeed, to 


% good many—Boswell represents the 
original source not only of knowledge 
about Johnson, but of our knowledge of 
English literature in general. 
He was 
mr introducer to the gnat au'joymous 
club formed by English men of letters 
from the days when Shakespeare met 
Ben J o n son to the days when Carlyle 
discoursed to Fro tide. We became mem­ 
bers of the craft in spirit under Bos­ 
well’s guidance, whether we have or 
have not become actually identified 
with it in the flesh. 
It therefore be­ 
comes next to impossible to abstract 
from Boswell—all our later knowledge 
has been more or less ingrafted upon 
him, however far we may have traveled 
from the source 
Boswell gave the nu­ 
cleus, and more or less consciously we 
have used his world as a standard inev­ 
itably taken into account in all later 
judgments. To .suppose Boswell nonex­ 
istent is for such readers to suppose a 
kind of organic change in our wmule et 
timate of literary characteristics 
When reading, especially about sui ne 
of the other famous talkers, Coleridge ? 
monologues or Sydney Smith’s explo­ 
sions of fun. I find myself thinking how 
they would have sounded at the Miter 
or the Turk ’s Head. Thanks to Boswell. 
I take the Johnsonian article to be a 
fixed datum like the official yard at the 
Tower, aud to be asked to put that out’ 
of my head is to be invited to deprive 
myself of my only measuring rod. It is 
exceedingly difficult, at any rate, to put 
* oneself outside of Boswell and to con­ 
strue a portrait of Johnson simply out 
of such other materials as arc here put 
together. 
I have read Hawkins and Mrs. Piozzi 
aud the rest, but always with the help 
of the preconceived notions 
Where 
they could he fitted into Boswell I have 
accepted them as corroborations, hut 
w hen they differed I have probably re­ 
jected the uncongenial elements with 
perhaps a careless assumption that they 
must he inaccurate, aud yet it seems 
only justice to these respectable persons 
to consider vs heftier we ought uot to re­ 
open the point
